trade, and to tax him heavily, seems to 
be nothing else than absurdity.

The Gazette this morning attempts to 
excuse (General Harrison's unpardonable 
attitnde towards the railroad strikers at 
Indianapolis by citing the efforts of ex- 
IdAyor Zollinger and others to settle the 
strike diffialties in this oity daring the 
same year 


Oolonel Zollinger said in his proclama- 
tion: 


"Thelawmnst and shall be vindi 
eated. Now, unless you quietly dis 
perse at once I will see that you are not 
only punished, but compel you to dis- 
perse by the strong arm of the law." 


There was nothing disrespectful in his 
words, in fact he was so lenient that 
several 
officers of the eompany 
complained at Pittsburg that they 
had no protection from the officers 
of this city and for a long time clamored 
for the removal of the shops, to which 
Mayor Muhler and a committee of the 
oounoil can testify.

At Indianapolis the railroad men, and 
they were good, sturdy fellows like you 
find all over the land, also indulged in a 
strike. 


At a meeting of the citizens of Indian 


polis, held at the court house, July 24, 
1877, Mr. Landers introduced the follow- 
ing resolution, which was passed: 


Resolved, That a committee of fifteen 
be appointed to confer with the railroad 
managers, and with the strikers, to as- 
certain the points of difierence, and see 
what concessions can be made on both 
sides. See daily papers of July 26, 1877. 


This committee was appointed by <he 
chair, and General Harrison was a mem« 
ber. Finding the committee too large a 
sub-committee of five was appointed, of 
which the general was also a member. 
The strikers met this effort of the dt- 
izMU by immediately appointing a com- 
mittee of which Mr. Sayers, grand secre- 
tary of the firemen's association, was 
chairman* to present to the citisens' sub- 
committee their grievuices, and explain 
what concessions they were willing to 
make. They brought with them a tabu- 
lated statement showing what each road 
had been paying the different classes of 
employes, the reduced wagea that each 
road was trying to compel its employee 
to accept, and the concessions from the 
old scale they were willing to make. 
The following, being the Bee Une cut, 
will serve as a sample of the old and new 
wage scale proposed by the roads:

to perform this plain duty, the only one 
it was appointed to perform, or was it its 
business to refuse to listen to m state- 
ment of grievaneee and eoneessions from 
these men, and insult them besides? 
Now, forget for a moment that yon are 
getting 910,000 a year, and answer that 
question simply as a man who Is 
willing to see fair 
play 
between 
even dogs! The evil passions of many 
of these men had been excited. Nine of 
their comrades had been killed and 
forty'one wounded in Baltimore; forty- 
nine killed and sixty-eight wounded at 
Pittsburg; seven killed and twenty-one 
wounded at Beading; fourteen killed 
and twenty-three wounded at Ohicago. 
No wonder the strikers were excited and 
apprehensiva To the strikers these 
dead men were msrtyrs. Now, would 
it not have been good policy, wouldn't it 
have been statesmanship, to have con 
ciliated these men and settled the differ- 
ences amicably, as was done in Fort 
Wayne, even if there had been no reso- 
lution commanding them to do so? 


Well, here is what was done: Oeneral 
Harrison appointed himself spokesman 
of the sub>committee and received the 
strikers* committee with a speech of 
which the following epitome is given in 
the Indianapolis Newg of July 26, 1887 


"Have yon a right, while you are 
breaking tne law, to appear before 
committee of law-abiding dtiaens with 
an appeal to redress the wrongs yon 
claim to be suffering from?" 


This was such a different reception to 
what had been promised them by the 
Landers resolution that the strikers in- 
continently left the room. 
But Mr. 
Sayers persuaded them to return, when 


"The general resumed his remarks 
* * * defining his position clearly 
by advising the men to return to work at 
the wages the companies were willing to 
pay, and coming before the committee, 
which could then treat them as citiaens 
In this case he pledged himself to use 
his personal influence in their behalf, if 
they would respect the laws" by return- 
ing to work at whatever pittance the rail- 
road magnates were willing to give them. 


Was this what the resolution instruct 
ed him to do? To insult these men? Mr. 
Harrison said in effect: Yon are law 
breakers, criminals; we are a committee 
of law-abiding citizens, and are too pure 
and good to listen to ¡you even! Oo and 
purge yourselves of crime so that you 
will not contaminate us, and then I'll 
use "my personal influence" with these 
railroad lords to pay jon wages that yon 
can live at; but if "my personal in- 
fluence" is not sufficient to effect tfiis, 
why you will have to starve, for If yon 
quit work again you will again be crim 
inals. 


The Indianapolis Journal made vio- 
lent attacks upon the railroad employes 
from day today during the strike, call- 
ing them law-breakers and demanding 
that they be put down at all hazards. It 
favored the calling out of the militia long 
before Gov. Williams yielded to the 
clamor, and applauded Gen. Harrison 
and others who took up arms against 
the strikers."

This is claimed to be a 
satisfactory solution of the underground- 
telegraph problem. 


BECENT experiments in Italy give 
some facts which prove conclusively 
that a weak but continuous current of 
electricity through wine causes a de- 
posit of albuminous substances, dimin- 
ishes slightly the amount of alcohol, 
which latter is accounted for by increase 
of acetic acid. It gives to the wine the 
bouquet which is otherwise only ac- 
quired by age, and without doubt aids 
in the keeping qualities of the wine. 


CEBTAIN young Englishmen have re- 
cently come to America to find business 
as electricians. They are well educated 
in the books, but have no knowledge of 
handicraft. Herein is a vital mistake. 
There is no place here for such men, 
either in our electrical establishments 
or in any of our industrial enterprises. 
To secure a place for one's self the 
young man must be able to do with his 
own hands the work he is to direct 
others in doing. Educational systems 
are more and more taking this into ac- 
count on this side of the Atlantic. 


EXPERIMENTS undertaken by Dr. G. 
E. Fell, of Buffalo, to determine the 
feasibility of iniiictinf? the death penalty 
by electricity estal)Iish the following 
points: 1. That death produced by a 
sufficiently i)owerful electric current is 
the most rajiid and humane of that pro- 
duced by any agi^nt at our command. 
2. That resustication after the passage 
of such a current through the body and 
functional centers of the brain is im- 
possible. 3. That the apparatus to be 
used should be an-anGfed to permit the 
current to pass througli the centers of 
function and intelligence in the brain. 


IN the electric tramway in Allegheny 
City, Pa.,, the line is about four miles in 
length and employs both 
overhead 
conductors and conduits. In both cases 
there is a complete metallic circuit, 
neither the rails nor earth being used 
as a return. 
The road is diflScult, with 
one grade of nine and three-fourths feet 
in 100 feet for a distance of 400 feet, and 
numerous others; the average rise in a 
distance of 4,'.»00 feet being 295 f e e t - 
over G per cent. Two iifteen-horse 
motors are used under each car, con- 
nected -vntli the axles by spur-gearings. 
There are at present four cars nmning, 
with two more to be added shortly. 


TESTS of the petroleum-electric en- 
gine recently described in the Daily 
News show tiie consumption of oil to be 
about 1.7 i)ints jjer horse power per 
hour. At this rate the petroleum en- 
gine threatens to be a serious competitor 
of the gas enp-ine. Used for electric 
lighting, for example, one mechanical 
horse power of the oil engine can sup- 
ply twelve corresponding incandescent 
electric lights; or 1.7 pints of oil must 
be compared with 72 feet of gas; roughly, 
24 pints of oil will equal 1,000 feet of 
gas. The quality of oil used cannot 
cost as much as 10 cents ])er gallon; at 
that price the oil for the engine will 
compare with gas at 30 cents per thou- 
sand. There Avould thus seem to be a 
wide field for this motor for isolated 
electric-light 
installations, and even 
larger operations of the kind, and for 
every use to which a gas engine can be 
put, with the s]»ecial advantage of T emg 
capable of employment where gas can- 
not be utilized. 


IN notifying the contractors of the 
accejitance of the eqtiipment of Rich- 
mond (Va.) electric street railway the 
committee on construction uses the fol- 
lowing complimentary language: " Tlie 
excessive and continuous grades, the 
numerous and sharp curves, the gradi- 
ents in these curves, the weight of the 
cars and the heavy loads which they 
have been required to carry, together 
with the extent of tlie system and the 
number of cars in operation, constitute 
the enterprise the largest and most diffi- 
cult of its character yet inaugurated in 
any part of the world. We acknowl- 
edge the successful fulfillment of the 
terms and conditions of the contract, 
and com2»limont you 
upon 
having 
achieved so signal a success. The im- 
mediate financial success of the road 
has been unipiestionably due in a large 
measure to the ccf)iiomy develojjed in 
the operation of your system as com- 
l)ared with any other method of street- 
car ]>ropulsif)n." And yet here in Clii- 
cago we continue to be told that the 
electric street railway won't answer.

Under the above caption the New York Graphic, some three years ago, published a critical 


review of the growth of THE CHICAGO DAILY NEWS, which sets forth so clearly some of the 
lundamental principles underlying the development of one of the phenomenal successes of later 
years that it will well repay a reading. To bring some of the Graphic's figures down to the present 
date, supplemental statements are parenthetically added by the present writer. 


"THE newspaper entitled to the distinction of 


having the largest daily circulation in America is 
THE CHICAGO DAILY NEWS. (Since this state- 
ment \vas made it is possible that the growth of 
the New York World entitles it to first place.) 
The Graphic to-day devotes a page to sketches of 
scenes in and about its establishment 
The his- 


tory of this paper is probably without a parallel 
in the annals of American journalism. It was 
founded December aoth, 1875, and was the first 
low-priced daily successfully established in the 
West. At the end of its first year it had achieved 
a circulation of about 10,000. From that time on 
its growth has been remarkable. It now prints 
seven editions daily, comprising both morning 
and evening issues. Its statement of circulation 
for the year 1884 shows a daily average of 125,178 
copies, unquestionably the largest daily circulation 
on the American continent (The sworn state- 
ment for 1887 shows a daily average of 165,376.) 
" In politics THE DAILY NEWS is always inde- 


pendent, never neutral. While its editoral ex- 
pression is sometimes vigorous to the degree of 
severity, there is always in its utterances of opinion 
so manifest a purpose to be impartial and fair to 
all opposing interests, that it rarely loses the con- 
fidence of the reader, however much it may fail to 
bring him to an acceptance of its own view con- 
cerning the matter in hand. 


"As a newspaper proper, THE DAILY NEWS 


has earned a reputation for enterprising news- 
gathering second to none in the United States.
